this act.

The itun»iann 
livuled their army lately to threaten both those 
place* ; the result was a successful sortie by 
•he Turks from Kara, which repulsed the Rus- 
sian right wing, and compelled the left wing to 
withdraw from before Erzeroum. 


—As to tho seat of war, it is rumored that 


tho Emperor of Russia is assembling all Lis 
irmies on two points, viz.:—in Bessarabia and 
beyond tho Caucasus—since he is unable to 
mixintaintroopa beyond a certain number in the 
Jrimea; and that he intends to divert the forc- 
es of the Allies from Sebnstopol by taking the 
nitiativo of an offensive war on the Danube.
